THE SITUATION IN ECUADOR REMAINS MUCH THE SAME AS 
REPORTED IN QUITO A-05 OF 1/1 1/71, WITH YOUTH GROUPS OR 
EMERGING YOUNG LEADERS CONTINUING TO BE EITHER UNIDENTI- 
FIABLE OR INACCESSIBLE. POLITICAL PARTIES THEMSELVES ARE, 

WITH THE EXCEPTION OF THE COMMUNISTS, ALMOST INACTIVE AND 
EXTREMELY FRAGMENTED. THUS, THERE ARE NO " YOUTH WINGS" OF 
SIGNIFICANCE. THE UNIVERSITY GROUPS THAT ARE SPORADICALLY 
ACTIVE TEND TO BE SO EXTREME AS TO PROHIBIT USEFUL DIALOGUE. 
MOST OF THEIR ENERGY IS SPENT IN FACTIONAL FIGHTING. 
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BECAUSE OF THE INTROSPECTIVE, FRAGMENTED, AND EXTREME 
LEFT ORIENTATION OF MOST STUDENT AND YOUTH GROUPS, 

ORGANIZED YOUTH IS NOT SIGNIFICANT POLITICALLY AT THE 
MOMENT. THIS CONDITION IS REINFORCED BY THE ABSENCE OF 
POLITICAL ACTIVITY GENERALLY WHICH IN TURN IS A PRODUCT
